Ho  hod  boen  absent 
fro*  WASHINGTON  shortly  bo  fore  this  date  when  he 
visited  FLORIDA  on  1 st-3rd  August  aooompaniod  by 
Aleksandr  Fedorovioh  B8LIR0V,  Assistant  Naval 
AttaoM.  Two  intelligence  messages  sent  fro* 
WASHINGTON  on  4th  August  were  signed  by  Nano  No. 58  - 
unidentified  - (both  sent  under  WASHINGTON'S 
No.  1852  - 3/NBF/T1301). 
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
